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HOW THEY STAND 



O n the night of June 2, 1964, when early reports on the California primary indicated that 
Senator Barry Goldwater would win over Governor Nelson A. Rockefeller, Senator Jacob K. Ja- 
vits (Republican, New York—a Rockefeller supporter) was interviewed on television. Evincing dis¬ 
may at the large vote for Goldwater, Javits said Goldwater represents only the "fringe” in the Re¬ 
publican Party and in American life. He called this "fringe,” and Senator Goldwater himself, "ir¬ 
responsible.” He placed Goldwater completely outside the "mainstream” of American and Repub¬ 
lican Party thought. Javits hoped Goldwater (now thrust into the position of serious contender 
for Republican nomination) might realize his responsibility, and become more responsive to Eisen¬ 
hower Republicanism — might modify his "fringe positions” and join the mainstream: that is, the 
liberal, Eisenhower-Rockefeller-Lodge-Javits stream. 

Senator Javits is the worst (most liberal) Republican in the United States Senate, as shown by 
percentage tabulations in this Report. His implied counsel to Goldwater, however, is worthy of 
note—because it has been echoed by other prominent liberals (and self-styled moderates) in the 
Republican Party. Javits, in effect, counsels Goldwater to forsake the philosophy and the people 
responsible for Goldwater’s political strength. 

On June 8, 1964, three Republican governors (attending a National Governors’ Conference in 
Cleveland, Ohio) also notified Goldwater that he must change. Nelson A. Rockefeller (Governor 
of New York), William W. Scranton (Governor of Pennsylvania), and George Romney (Gov¬ 
ernor of Michigan) made public statements warning Goldwater that, if he gets the nomination, he 
must "alter his conservative image” or lose in their states. 

Goldwater, within striking distance of the White House today, holds the increasing support of 
millions of Americans because of his "conservative image.” Rockefeller’s California campaign 
(costing an estimated two million dollars) was professionally organized by "image” experts. Gold- 
water’s campaign, in its financing and organizing, was, by contrast, amateurish. Rockefeller mil- 
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lions and Madison-Avenue techniques could not, 
however, overcome the fact that a majority of Cali¬ 
fornia Republicans know what Goldwater stands 
for, and enthusiastically approve. 

Goldwater can win in November — even against 
that master politician, and matchless wielder of 
governmental power, Lyndon B. Johnson — if 
Goldwater is not swayed by the counsel of liberals 
(and "moderates”). If Goldwater yields to liberal 
pressures, he will defeat himself. 

In 1952, the American people, voting for a 
promised change in federal policy, elected Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. They waited in vain for eight 
years. Republican Party policy makers should face 
this fact: they cannot win without the support of 
conservative Democrats and independents. They 
cannot get that support with a rehashed edition of 
their I960 platform and a warmed-over version of 
their I960 candidate, presenting a nebulous phi¬ 
losophy of "moderation” —neither fish nor fowl, 
ludicrously expounded, with feeble attempts at 
originality. In 1964, a Republican Party platform 
and candidate which are carbon copies of what 
Democrats offer will, again, have no appeal. Car¬ 
bon copies blur easily. They never equal the orig¬ 
inal. 

Senator Goldwater’s political assignment is to 
assert, unequivocally, that he will not moderate or 
compromise his conservative principles — for party 
harmony, for the Presidency, or for any other pur¬ 
pose. A presentation of virile conviction would 
capture the imagination and the votes of a people 
who are steeped in traditions of independence — 
who are weary of the sickly, meaningless semantics 
of partisan politics. 

Most politicians talk better than they act. On 
the contrary, Senator Goldwater sometimes says 
things that make many constitutional conservatives 
wince; but in action — in standing up to be 
counted for roll-call votes on vital issues before 
the national Congress — Barry Goldwater is the 
best man in the United States Senate. 

In contrast to Goldwater, there is a certain 
United States Representative who consistently talks 


like a real conservative; but, in my Report, his 
rating as a constitutional conservative is low, be¬ 
cause of the way he votes. He recently complained 
that my ratings are unfair, and cited two examples. 

In 1963, he helped write and voted for the 
Clean Air Bill and the Vocational Education Bill. 

I recorded both votes as liberal — that is, against 
constitutional principles. This Representative de¬ 
fended himself by saying he believes in clean air 
and vocational education. I do too] but the Con¬ 
stitution does not authorize our federal govern¬ 
ment to spend tax money on any such programs. 
We must get the federal bureaucrats out of all 
unconstitutional activities so that we can keep our 
own money to do things that need doing — do 
them right, and at reasonable cost. Moreover, free¬ 
dom for all is more important than government 
efforts to provide clean air and vocational educa¬ 
tion for some. 

This Representative said his Clean Air Bill au¬ 
thorized a moderate program of federal aid for 
air-pollution control; but, he mourned, the Senate 
rewrote his Bill, enlarging its scope beyond all 
reason, making the Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare a virtual dictator, empowered to do 
almost anything under pretext of promoting clean 
air. He said the same thing happened to his mod¬ 
erate Vocational Education Bill. He voted against 
Senate versions of both Bills, when they came 
back to the House for final passage. I did not 
record these two votes. This is the main reason he 
thinks me unfair. I charged him with liberal votes 
when he supported the two modest bills, but did 
not credit him with conservative votes when he op¬ 
posed the prodigal versions. 

He unlocked the door to admit two tame, lov¬ 
able, little unconstitutional programs. When the 
door cracked open, they swelled into monsters, 
bowling him over as they crowded in. He is 
chargeable with the unconstitutional act of unlock¬ 
ing the door in the first place. He is due no credit 
for sprawling helplessly on the floor after the 
damage was done. 

I agree with Thomas Jefferson (author of the 
Declaration of Independence) and with James 
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Madison (Father of the Constitution) that the 
federal government can not legally do anything 
(no matter how seemingly desirable or widely ap¬ 
proved) that is not clearly authorized by some 
specific grant of power in the Constitution. Any 
action of the federal government not patently 
authorized by the Constitution is illegal, unconsti¬ 
tutional — regardless of Supreme Court decisions; 
of presidential decrees; of previous congressional 
acts; or of treaties with foreign nations. 

In selecting roll calls to tabulate, I eliminate 
those which merely reflect moderate versus extrav¬ 
agant spending; Republicans versus Democrats; 
middle-of-the-roadism versus extremist-liberalism; 
limited versus total surrender of national sover¬ 
eignty. I select votes which show legislators for or 
against the principle that government must implic¬ 
itly obey the Constitution (as ordained, adopted, 
and legally amended); for or against maintaining 
the absolute national sovereignty of the United 
States; for or against measures to defend our na¬ 
tion against all enemies, foreign or domestic. 

In previous issues of this Report (May 27, Au¬ 
gust 26, September 29, December 30, 1963; Janu¬ 
ary 6 and June 15, 1964), I discussed and tabu¬ 
lated the 95 most significant roll-call votes in the 
88th Congress. In this issue, I tabulate one roll 
call in the House. Ratings in this Report reflect 
voting of Senators on 54 roll calls since the 88th 
Congress convened in January, 1963; voting of 
Representatives on 42 roll calls. The percentages 
are the conservative ratings which legislators 
earned by their recorded stands — 100% being a 
perfect conservative rating. 

Best Senators 

Of 100 Senators, only 21 had conservative rat¬ 
ings of 60% or better on 54 roll call votes from 
January, 1963, through June 1, 1964 (13 Repub- 


licans, 8 Democrats):

Credit To Communists 

As explained before, ratings of U. S. Repre¬ 
sentatives herein published were earned by their 
votes on 42 important roll-call votes (from Janu¬ 
ary, 1963 to June 1, 1964). Forty-one of the 
roll-calls were discussed and tabulated in previous 
issues of this Re port. One is tabulated in this issue. 
On May 20, 1964, the House (by a stand of 201 
to 200) defeated an amendment to the Agriculture 
Department appropriations bill (HR 11202) 
which would have prohibited use of any of the 
funds for export payments or subsidies on farm 
products shipped to communist nations. It is 
likely that this amendment would not have been 
defeated if several representatives (on record as 
approving it) had not been absent on official busi¬ 
ness when the vote was taken. The tabulation in 
Column 12 under House shows not only the actual 
vote on the defeated amendment, but also the 
recorded stand of Representatives who were not 
present to vote. C indicates a conservative stand 
against the use of taxpayers’ money to subsidize 
export of U. S. farm products to communist na¬ 
tions. 

Best In The House 

The House of Representatives is the best in a 
generation: it has rejected or delayed a majority 
of the unconstitutional, totalitarian programs pro¬ 
posed by the Kennedy and Johnson administra¬ 
tions. In 1962, only 83 U. S. Representatives in 
the 87th Congress earned conservative ratings of 
60% or better. In the first 17 months of the 88th 


Congress, however, 159 Representatives earned 
ratings of 60% or better — 130 Republicans, 29 
Democrats. On 42 roll calls tabulated in this Re¬ 
port since the beginning of the 88th Congress in 
January, 1963, 60 U. S. Representatives earned con¬ 
servative ratings of 80% or better:

Born in Missouri, reared in Texas, Dan Smoot went to SMU getting BA and MA degrees, 1938 and 1940. In 
1941, he joined the faculty at Harvard as a Teaching Fellow, doing graduate work for a doctorate in American civili¬ 
zation. From 1942 to 1931, he was an FBI agent: three and a half years on communist investigations; two years on 
FBI headquarters staff; almost four years on general FBI cases in various places. He resigned from the FBI and, 
from 1931 to 1955, was commentator on national radio and television programs, giving both sides of controversial 
issues. In July, 1955, he started his present profit-supported, free-enterprise business: publishing The Dan Smoot 
Report, a weekly magazine available by subscription; and producing a weekly news-analysis radio and television 
broadcast, available for sponsorship by reputable business firms, as an advertising vehicle. The Report and broadcast 
give one side of important issues: the side that presents documented truth using the American Constitution as a yard¬ 
stick.
